This is the time of all the year when every one 


who is not an invalid and who does wish to enjoy 
health should get his minimum daily dose of oxy- 
gen, which may be set at two miles on the hoof 
trcs in diem, or. if you prefer, or if you can't under- 
stand medical Latin, six miles in one dose at any 
time in the day or night, tho preferably while the 
sun is up. 
A pedometer costs a trifle and affords a certain 


degree of interest in measuring off distances. 
It 


also does tend to stimulate walking, just for the 
childish pleasure of watching the thing work. By 
all means add a pedometer to your health armamen- 
tarium—it is a clurn sight more economical to in- 
dulge in such a plaything than it is to go to the 
movies or buy some claptrap magazine. The pur- 
chase of a pedometer is a matter of health interest, 
and notwithstanding all our health propaganda and 
all the efforts to teach health in schools, there is no 
getting around the fact that the great majority of 
people in the country are still practically impervious 
to considerations of health, tho they are only too 
eager to investigate symptoms, diseases' and rem- 
ledies. Such popular interest as finds tangible ex- 
pression is centered almost exclusively on the mor- 
bid side, not on the wholesome or cheerful side. The 
Yankee is still the same gloomy pessimist that Dick- 
ens pa/hted him in Martin Chuzzlcwit. Too much 
almanac, I reckon. 


Compare the way the 
average; mortal 
spends 


money for nostrums, medicinal and verbal, which 
appeal with such overwhelming force to his credul- 
ity, with his niggardliness and downright self denial 
in the matter of his own sleeping equipment, for in- 
stance. Thousands of people suffer from restless 
nights, backaches—I hate to list 
symptoms—be- 


cause of their miserable sleeping 
arrangements, 


and people, too, who can and do afford very good 
clothes and all sorts of unessential or actually 
harmful luxuries. This is just one illustration of 
popular disinterest in the wholesome side of health. 
Isn't it absurd to think of going to bed every night 
to take punishment, whereas for a reasonable in- 
vestment wholly within the individual's moans, hit- 
ting the hay might be made a veritable joy? 


There is considerable interest in testing your ac- 


curacy in the judgement of distances and the length 
of your own stride when you arc fresh and when 
you aro tirod. Familiar distances stretch out and 
unfamiliar distances contract in a surprising man- 
ner when measured by the properly adjusted pedo- 
meter. A hospital nurse wore one during her reg- 
ular eight hour tour of ward duty, and found she 
had covered some 12 miles—hard to believe, but 
true. 
Many housekeepers who imagine they get 


plenty of exercise with their household duties find, 
if they use a pedometer, that they do not take near- 
ly so many steps as they would suppose. 
" The effect of a minimum daily dose of oxygen-on- 
thc hoof manifests itself next day unmistakably in 
improved physical and mental efficiency, in the 
case of a sedentary brain worker.

London. — The well known writer 


and pedestrian, Douglas A. Scott, has 
some pertinent advice to 
offer 
to 


those who would view national beauty 
through the medium of Shanks' Mare. 
Writing in the Daily Express, he says' 


"Many men and women make up 


their minds quite early in the year 
to spend their annual vacation on a 
walking tour. When the time comes 
along they do a very foolish thing. 
They leave without any preparation 
except the securing of a suitable kit, 
to go off into the country the next 
day and start their tramp. 


"At the end of the first few hours 


they are footsore and weary. 
The 


following day their feet break out in- 
to blisters, their legs begin to ache, 
and altogether thty become 'nervy'. 
And they wonder why! 


The reason is, of course, that they 


are in no way trained to undertake 
such strenuous exercise as long-dis- 
tance walking. 


"To walk for any length of time or 


for any distance day after day one re- 
quires to be used to the exercise, 
and to have gradually worked up to 
the long-distance standard. 


"A man with 
tramping 
desires 


should spend at least an hour and a 
half 'footing it' each day after his 
work is done. He should make up his 
mind to indulge in a daily fast walk, 
without any rests.__ The distance cov- 
ered should be increased gradually, 
until he can comfortably do his ten or 
twelve miles in two and a half lo-three 
hours. 
"There nre many who think that 


because they spend much of their 
business time

Germs cause infection.

In wounds they arc called 


pus forming germs.

all their own way; the white cells in 
our blood defeat some of

pus 


;erms and prevent them from doing 
[arm. 
Some germs will undoubtedly 
be 


driven into 
the 
body 
in 
every 


wound. 
Our object should be 
to 


prevent the introduction of more. 


Fortunately pus germs do not float 


about in the air, so there is no dan- 
ger in exposing a wound to tho air. 
They are.found on our 
hands,

and should be kept on hand in every 
household. 


Never wash a wound,

germs are found in water. 


Instead, put on a. pad of gauze

If you have no gauze and cannot 


procure any quickly you can take a 
folded towel, recently laundered, and 
boil it 30 minutes, squeezing out the 
water, but not touching the surface 
to go on tho wound.

Farmers Believe Way Out of 


Depression Is to Grow Cab- 
bage Crop—Danger of Over- 
production is Seen by Lead- 
ers. 


Outagamie-co. will see the biggest 


cabbage production year in its history 
judging from preparations 
that are 


being made by farmers for planting 
their 1922 crops. 


Seed is being bought in liberal quan- 


tities by many who never have plant- 
ed a cabbage crop before. Growers 
who were venturing into this field tim- 
idly are planning on increased acre- 
ages. Everybody is talking cabbage in 
some sections and many a house con- 
tains an unusually large number of 
spiouts of early cabbage sets. 


Farmers seem to have tho idea that 


cabbage will provide them thfc way 
out of their financial difficulties. Grain 
and other crops brought disappoint- 
ingly low prices last fall, but the cab- 
bage market remained firm most of 
the time. Shippers holding their cab- 
hagc until the end of the winter com- 
ma nded excellent prices on the mar- 
ket. 


Rather than struggle 
along -with 


less remunerative production the eye 
of the countryside is turned on cab- 
bage as the ideal cash crop. It may 
be sold immediately after the harvest 
and the money placed at the fanner's 
disposal. 
What effect this will have the agri- 
ultural leaders are not willing to say. 
Some harbor the fear that the same 
condition will result as two years ago, 
when everybody- took their cue from 
an unusually remunerative market 
of the previous fall and raised cab- 
bage. There was so much of it that 
the crop was a drug on the market 
and the price so low that fanners 
hardly wore repaid for hauling it "from 
the fields to market. 


The autumn of 1921 showed a reac- 


tion from 3920 season when the crop 
was not a profitable one. 
The ma- 


jority of growers cither planted sug 
ar beets or something clsf in 
place 


of cabbage or cut their acreage. Last 
fall there was not an overabundance 
of cabbage and the market therefore 
remained firm. 


Conservative fanners sar a stam- 


pede back to cabbage growing might 
not be wise this year. A reasonable 
and normal increase, in acreage would 
not affect the market, they say. be- 
cause 
more 
cars could have been 


sold than the shippers had on hand 
this winter. Rut to continue the pen- 
dulum swinging from the extreme of 
a light crop to the extreme, of an ov- 
erabundance might brine a new cris- 
is next fall, many believe.
